* POLICE in the Isle of Man have failed to discover how pamphlets written by 
Italian internees in the island were smuggled from their camp and delivered by post 
to.hundréds of Manx citizens. The pamphlets, printed by duplicating machine, ex- 
plained that Italians are not such bad fellows after all, that they have sons or friends 
in the British Army, that their wives and.children are being bombed. 
Manx people want to know how this pamphiet came-from the aliens’ internment camp, 
who printed it, who obtained o list of their names and ‘addresses, and who posted it to them. 


Tho pamphlets were distributed after Mrs H. L. Fletcher, wife of the director of education in 
the Isle of Man, organised a concert to aid hospital charities. “ . 


It was announced when the concert was arranged that several 
internees well known in European music circles would take part. 
The announcement coincided with news of the bombing of women 

_ and ‘children in London, whereupon Manxmen and their wives 


protested. 


Letters poured into the homes 

of the promoters of the concert 
denouncing such a way of rais- 
ing money for charities, 
: “How cun we applaud these people 
when we know what they are doling 
in London?” one Ietter suld. The 
concert was cancelled. . 

A few hours later pamphicts writ- 
‘ten by .Italinn jnternees were de-~ 
livered through the post to hundreds 
of addresses fo tho Isle of Man.

“Our only desire was to help the 
hospitals.” A : 

Ten per cent. of the proceeds of 
the concert were to have been de- 
voted t helping the poorer aliens in 
the internment camp. 

The sum used for this purpose 
Was expected to ‘be about £15. 
Itallan internces had spent £20 out 
of their awn pockets on scenery and 
other expenses. | : 

The concert had Been approved 
by’ the Camp Commandant, Colonel 
Bayasaley. An inquiry into the in- 
troduction of the pamphicts into 
Monx mails begin immediately they 
Were received by householders.

New Threat: 


To Tepelini 


ATHENS, Dee. 22 (UP).—It is relinbly Iearned that follow- 
ing heavy fighting the Italians have been driven from thelr com- 
manding positions ‘on the Chimara mountain and are streaming 
northwards attempting to fortify and hold new ‘positions south 


of Valona Bay. . 

A ‘communique states that 
the Greek advance was con- 
tinued on various fronts, Italian 
planes bombed Larissa, Janning, 
Patras, Levikas and Jannine and 
six Italian planes were shot 
down. 

An official spokesman stated that 
on the northern front the Greeks cap- 
tured 300 prisoners, eight cannon and 
other war materials.

“INDIA AND 
THE WAR 


Former Editor Tell: 
Press His Views. 


The ‘difficulty of reconciling 
the attitude of Congress Party 
leaders,, who have -openly ex- 
pressed their awareness of the 
danger of Nazism and_ their 
hope that it would be defeated, 
‘and their action..in breaking 
with the, Government of India 
over the ‘question of India’s de- 
claration of war to the extent 
of courting arrest and‘imprison- 
ment, was mentioned by Mr 
Edwin Haward in a press inter- 
view this morning. .

Dally News." 

The new Constitution which Par- 
Hament devised” for India in 1935 
after six years’ claborate Inquiry und 
consultation, sald Mr Hawward, was 
‘designed to bring the Indlan states 
into direct formal relotlonship with 
the eleven provinces of British India 
in a Federal Government responsible 
to a Federal Legislature, composed 
of representatives of the rulers of 
those States and the elected Legis- 
latures of the Provinces, 


Congress Protest

They appreciate. ‘sacrifices 
Involved on the part of families cone 
cerned but they had wider and vital 
British interests than any: Individua 
Interest to consider, The exccution of 
H.M. Government's decision was neccs- 
farily in the hands of the local authorl- 
ties ond even !f it were true that some 
individuals were so minded as to fail 
to submit themselves to M.M. Govern- 
ment's deelsion in such critical times 
ns these HLM.

The Husbands’ Petition 


The petition, despatched to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies 
through the Coloninl Secretary, Hong- 
hong, reads as follows: :

The pamphlets were distributed after Mra H. L. Fletcher, wife of the director’ of education in 
the Isle of Man, organised a concert to aid hospital charities, ; ‘ 


It was announced.when the concert was arranged that several 
internecs well known in European muate circles would. take part. 
Tho announcement coincided with news of the bombing of women 
and children in London, whereupon Manxmen and their wives

Letters poured into the homes 
of the promoters of the concert

“How can we applaud these people 
when we know what they are doing 
in London?” one fetter sald.

Ten per cent. of the procacds of
